DESCRIPTION OF PICTURES ACQUIRED DURING THE YEAR. 


1. William Etty, R.A. (1787-1849). British School. 

Study of a nude female figure, kneeling. 22 inches high, 15£ inches wide. 
Purchased from Sir James D. Linton, London. 

Numbered 591, and hung in Room No. XI. 


2. Francisco Goya y Lucientes (1746-1828). Spanish School. 

Portrait of Conde del Tajo. Half length turned to the right; nearly full face. In brown 
coat, buttoned closely and showing collar of flowered waistcoat; high white stock and 
powdered wig. 24 inches high, 20 inches wide. 

Purchased from Messrs. Sulley and Co., London.

S. Hugh Douglas Hamilton (about 1734-1809). British School. 

Portrait of John Philpot Curran. Half length, in black coat, with white stock and frill. His 
arms folded. 25J inches high, 12J inches wide. 

Purchased from W. T. Kirkpatrick, Esq., Donacomper, Co. Kildare. 

Numbered 592, and hung in Portrait Gallery. 

4. Francis Bindon (d. 1765). British School. 

Portrait of Jonathan Swift, Dean of St. Patrick’s. 

Three-quarter length, standing, turned towards the left; in black gown, bands and wig. 
He holds in his hands a roll of paper inscribed, The Drapier’s fourth letter to the whole 
people of Ireland. Curtain and a statue of Apollo in background. 4 feet lli inches 
high, 3 feet 3 inches wide. 

This picture belonged to the Rev. Edward Berwick, and to his son Judge Berwick, and 
was purchased for the Gallery from the Trustees of the late Miss Berwick.

5. Artist Unknown. British School. 

Portrait of Esther Johnson — “ Stella.” Half length, in low-cut blue dress and loose, red 
mantle.
